NEW EAST HADDAM-HADDAM BRIUGE

Celebration Over Its Opening Recalls Some of the Early His-
tory of That Section of the State.

This ancient town of East Haddam

which has 243 yearg of settlement
‘behind 1it, looked {ts holiday Dbest
Saturday for the dedication of its
new §225000 highway bridge span-
ning the Connecticut, and East Hao-
dam’'s best was very good indeed,
The weather ‘was perfect. Flags
were filying, bands were playing, anl
there wera thousands of visilors
thronging the narrow and somewhat
crooked streets. The honk of horus
and the odor of gasoline filled the
air, and {f ona wera to judge from
the number of automobiles, it would

be that most of the visiters came bv
that means. Ower 6,000 people wese
present.

The Line of Parade.

The line of parade was from the
railroad station, across the bridge, 1o
the upper landing, countermarch, stop
&t Nathan Hale memorial park for
brief exercises, then return to the
plaza and break ranks.

Formal Speech Making.

At 3 o'clock the speech making of
the day began, from

Haddam Half-shire Town.

Haddanm snd East Haddam wers
originally part of Hartford- county,
and when Included In Middlesex
county in May, 1785. Haddam was
made a half-ghire town along wich

Middletown, Court houses and jalls
were erected, and for some time the
superlor court used to sit alternat:ly

in Haddem and In Middletown. The
present town hall, originally tha
| courthouse , was erected In 1829 of
ill:.'.ddu.m granite, and is one of the

finest examples of early stone asch:-
tecture to be found in the state. The
first jall was condemned in 1814, and
anolher was erected. In 1846 the
present jall was erected, also of Ha.d-
dam granlte, but it has been mater'-
ally added to. Much of the expense
was met by the town of Haddam.
Haddam is also the seat of the cou1-
trv home, and of the Brainerd Acai-

emy, now dismantled, but for years
from tne time of Its erectlon in 1839,
a noted educational Institution in thz
state. The town also has the dis-
tinction of bheing one of the few In
the state that Is absolutely free of
debt.

MHaddam was alzo one of the first
towns in the state to make bricks,
the yard in the early part of eth
| nineteenth cventury belng located
